Here 
and there aman has been heard to 
say that he wil) fight it, but these 
men are now accepting it with all 
the rest. Some of the hotels are 
closing up, it is true, but there wil 
be no lack of accommodation. Many 
of the Alberta towns are ‘so over- 
supplied with hotels, and now that 
the business of housing the vublic 
is separated from that of liquor- 
selling, a satisfactory adjournment 
to the new conditions will soon fol- 
low. 


One of the best known hotels in 
Calrary is turning its premiscs into 
an office buiiding. Two or three 
houses in Edmonton will close en- 
tirely. A number in both cities aryl 
in other places as well, will turn 
their bars into catins rooms, and 
will give inereased attention to the 
meal trade. Some of the hats, toa, 
will chanze over to stores and 
candy parlors.

' The accumulations of liquor that 
were on hand had been cradually les- 
sened by bargain sales, auctions and 
sheriffs’ foreclosures.

NEW HOMESTEAD MAP 
FOR SOUTHERN ALBERTA 


—— 


Another map of interest to 
public has just, been published by ‘the 
department of the interior at Ctta- 
wa. It deals with the southern por- 
tion of the province, showing the 
part taken up by homestead enkry, 
ete., extending from the United Sta- 
tes boundary to Township 74. 

The purpose of the publication is 
to indicate the progress of settle- 
ment, and in order to make clear its 


_various features a color scheme has ; 


peen adopted. All homestead entries 
applied for in 1915 are shown in red 
and those applied for prior to the 
the year 1915 but for which patents 
have not yet issued in blue, while all 


‘ other ilands disposed of by the Crown 


are indicated by a brown. Other fea- 
tures of the map are the forest and 
Indian reserves, timber limits and 
gtazing leases while the location of 
railways, trails and post offices is 
also shown.
